2* In December X9i*0, Cteoh Army General tor PRCHAIA founded the 
"Ceskoslovenaka narodni rada* (CSHR- Csechoslovak National Council) 

In London* The purpose of this organisation was to gather into one 
group all Csechoslovak non-Cosmunist elements who were opposed to the 
policy of the Cseehoslorak government ‘in' exile of Dr* Hoard HXHXS* 

The CSNR did not hare any HH concrete political program except the 
negative one of hatred for President BEHS3 and the policy which he

the CKV in London that the CBS would have its headquarters in Munich and 
that PEBELSKT would be the chairman*

19?0* Lack of reader interest and financial backing caused the failure
